In response to tbe invitation offered, 
about tbree hundred persons, many of 
them ladies, embarked on the train 
for San Fernando Sunday morning. 
A more beautiful day nor more balmy 
air could have been desired, aud at 
half past nine o’clock the train started, 
ushered out by enlivening strains of 
music. 
DURING THE TRIP 
There was a freedom of sociability 
that made every one feel at borne. 
The management had provided every 
convenience that could contribute to 
the comfort of the passengers, and the 
journey through the San Fernando 
valley was very enjoyable. A cool 
breeze prevailed, and tbe entire voyage 
was one of comfort. The San Fernan­ 
do valley was a continuous bouquet, 
flowers of every variety blooming on 
either side of the road, and here and 
there were ranches of various sizes, 
pleasantly located aud blooming with 
fields of grain. With music, mirth, 
and an occasional indulgence in games 
of cards and friendly gossip, the excur­ 
sion passed off to the satisfaction of 
all. 
Many who had never been 
through this district before, were sur­ 
prised to perceive the fertility of the 
soil, and the peculiar facilities of the 
region for agricultural purposes, where 
one would not suppose a blade of grass 
would have the courage to attempt an 
effort at existence.

At the 
town of San Fernando there is quite 
an agricultural settlement which bids 
fair to increase its development before 
"ong. The proximity to the railroad 
renders the opportunity of develop­ 
ment sure, and when the Southern 
Jacific road Is completed we look for 
a high degree of prosperity in this re­ 
gion. Ex-Senator Charles Maclay 
met the excursionists at the landing 
in San Fernando and gave to many 
enquirers all the information possible 
in regard to the present and future 
prospects of the region. He is san­ 
guine in his opinions, and a glance 
will convince one that his notions are 
not visionary. Here nature speaks 
for herself, and when the railroad 
opens the door for development, we 
shall have a result that will exceed 
the fondest expectations of even the 
most sanguine, unless we are most 
emphatically mistaken. 
AT THE TUNNEL, 
Or within a few hundred feet of the 
entrance, is quite a settlement, and 
foremost among tlie establishments is 
the mercantile house of Sisson, Wal­ 
lace & Co., who furnish the entire 
community for miles around with 
both the necessaries and conveniences 
of life. Their store is well stocked 
with goods of every sort, aud is man­ 
aged by Fred Yapp, who is very popu­ 
lar and efficient in the discharge of his 
duties, as well as courteous iu his in­ 
tercourse with all. This enterprising 
firm could have no better man at such 
a post. 
CHINESE. 
There are about one thousand Chi­ 
namen employed in and about the 
tunnel, and consequently in the store 
of Sisson & Co., there is a department 
to meet this branch of trade. Every­ 
thing works harmonious apparently, 
and everybody appears throughout the 
locality to be satisfied with their lot. 
The scenery around the mouth of the 
tunucl romimis on» somewhat of that 
of the Stato of Nevada, except insteau 
of barren hills we have grass, stunted 
shrubbery and quite a growth of heal­ 
thy trees, showing that profitable ag­ 
riculture is possible. The real merits 
of the district will be demonstrated 
when the railroad is completed and 
immigration has begun its work. 
THE TUNNEL. 
The work on the tunnel was com­ 
menced on the 27th of March, 1875, 
and has now progressed at tlie North 
end sixteen hundred and twenty-nine 
feet; from the incline at station No. 1, 
604 feet; station No. 2, 208 feet; from 
the South end, 2861 feet. The work to 
be done between the North end aud 
station No. 1, is 205 feet; between sta­ 
tions No. 1 and 2, 588 feet; between 
stations No. 2 and 3, 868 feet. The to­ 
tal work completed is 4679 feet, and 
the work to be done is 2284 feet. The 
length of the tunnel, when completed, 
will be 6963 feet. The work is admi­ 
rably done under thb superinteudance 
of W. T. Lambie, engineer in charge. 
The timber work is substantial and of 
redwood, and appears to be strong 
enough to last for ages. Taken as a 
whole, the work exhibits a fine piece 
of engineering skill. 
Tltis is the 
fourth longest tunnel in the world. 
The Mount Cenis tunnel which was 
completed in 1871, is seven and one- 
half miles long; the Blue Ridge tun­ 
nel iu Virginia, is 4240 feet in length; 
the Hoosac tunnel in Massachusetts 
being four a one-half miles in length. 
The ground through which the tun­ 
nel runs is of a peculiar character, be­ 
ing composed of strata of what may be 
termed blue clay deposit, gravel, sand 
aud shells, indicative of the former 
presence of salt water. A short time 
since, at a depth of several hundred feet 
a shark’s tooth was found in a state 
of perfect preservation. It is thought 
that the tunnel will be completed by 
September or October, the eugiueere 
differing a month in their estimates. 
The timbering work under tbe super­ 
vision of T. F. Davis is admirably ex­ 
ecuted, and much of the credit for the 
excellency of the work belongs to 
Frank Frates, assistant, who is an ef­ 
ficient workman.Many of tlie excur­ 
sionists availed themselves of the dirt 
cars to go through to the end of the 
tunnel, and were much pleased with 
their trip, others remained at the sta­ 
tion where a canopy was spread, lunch 
served and the band discoursed their 
enlivening music. Coaches and other 
vehicles were at hand, and were spee­ 
dily filled with passengers for Lyon 
Station and Harper’s. At the latter 
place there were lunch, m usic and 
danoing and a variety performance. 
At half past four the train returned 
to the city with a happy aud well 
pleased freight of humanity. Great 
credit is due to Capt. W. H. Moore, 
the projector of the excursion for the 
completeness of the management of 
the affair. There was uot an accident 
to m a r the pleasure of the entertain­ 
ment aud on the return wit, humor 
and pleasantly occupied t ie hour. On 
whole a Sumlay cot.

It is possible, even probable, but not 
positive.

Placer was chosen President of that 
honest body, and on acceptiug the po 
sition delivered a speech w hich was as 
full of eloquence as of sophistry.

N o r t o n is alw ays eloquent, but in all 
his forensic efforts when on the stum p 
is as full of special pleading as when 
before the bar. 
As a hired attorney 
he always aim s to m ake out a good 
case, and presents his argum ents in a 
plausible manner, his ideas being de­

and 
the 
gildiug of graceful oratory'. 
The Con­ 
vention adopted a series of resolutions 
that are full of w hat some m ay term 
patriotic sentim ent, but were in fact a 
mass of inconsistencies, not to say 
perversions of truth. 
The resolutions 
declare the loyalty of the party, a pur­ 
pose to rid the adm inistration of our 
Government from allsuspicion of evil, 
assert that the party is everyw here 
united, and that it is to endure for all 
tim e in the control of the G overn­ 
ment.

I t is the easiest thing in the world 
to m oralize, to criticise and to say 
“ w hat m ight have been;” but in this 
practical age it becom es us to look at 
the causes of w hat we term evils in 
society. 
W e can but confess that so­ 
ciety is out of joint; that political af­ 
fairs are decidedly in a condition not 
at all com plim entary to a nation that 
claim s pre-em inence in the march of 
progress; and w hile the fact m ust be 
adm itted that things are not as they 
should lie, it is not at all out of place 
to

whence com es the cause? 
Fraud in office, reckless speculation, 
looseness in social morals, bankruptcy 
in business circles that were once re­ 
garded as stable, rule the hour. 
The

Our fore­ 
fathers am assed w hat then were re­ 
garded as collossal fortunes sim ply by 
prudence in business and econom y in 
private affairs. 
They never ran in 
debt, but lived w ithin their means. 
Extravagances have of late crept into 
the m anagem ent of governm ental af­ 
fairs, and society has followed the ex­ 
ample. 
W e have yet to learn that 
econom y is the only road to wealth, 
and that prosperity is obtained only 
by a strict observance of the ordinary 
rules of prudence. 
Bonanzas are not

aud we need not expect to find a for­ 
tune on the sprig of every bush. 
The 
business men of our tim e m ust learn 
that agradul accretion on the am ount 
of capital invested is the only sure 
road 
to 
com petence 
and wealth. 
S t e w a r t is an exam ple in this re­ 
gard. 
H is fortune was made by a 
sim ple attention to the laws of trade, 
and prudence in the m anagem ent of 
his business. 
D a n i e l D r e w , the 
former m illionaire, now a bankrupt, 
is an exam ple of the- result of the 
prevalent system of the tim es. 
There 
is nothing new in these suggestions. 
They are but a repetition of old tim e, 
hom ely truths. 
W e m ust, as a na­ 
tion, from the highest to the lowest, 
turn over a new leaf, and accept the 
truth of the ancient m axim s that gov­ 
erned those who laid the foundations 
of our G overnm ent and our former na­ 
tional prosperity. 
To a ’l who com e to 
this coast seeking new 
hom es and 
hoping for the acquirem ent of for­ 
tunes, we have but this suggestion to 
make: 
Take up your sm all farms and 
work them as you would at home. 
Use the same m ethods that would be 
adopted there, w ith m odifications to 
suit the locatiou, and the return for 
your effort w ill be more than satisfac­ 
tory. 
To the m echanic, the miner, 
and the laborer, the same rule applies. 
Steady labor, honest energy, prudence 
and econom y w ill m ake a man start­ 
ing w ith moderate means richer here 
in a given number of years than in 
any other State in the Union. 
These 
suggestions are appropriate in view of 
the certain large im m igration to our 
State during the com ing season.

Sunday at about 8:30 an immense 
crowd gathered in the new Cathedral 
to witness the Imposing ceremonies of 
consecration, 
\b o u t this time the 
procession of clergy entered, headed 
by Arch-bishop Aiemany, 
of 
San 
Francisco, followed by Bishops A mat 
and Mora, Areli Deacon F ather H. P. 
Gallagher, of San Francisco, Father 
Buchard, S. J., of San Francisco; 
Ft ther Lentz,O P.,of San Francisco, a 
Dominican monk, with white woolen 
habit; Father Romo, O. S. F'., of Santa 
Barbara, of the F'ranciscuns, common­ 
ly known as bare-footed monks, in 
gray habit; Father Hudson of Gilroy; 
F ather 
Mahoney of 
Watsonville; 
Father Adam of Santa Cruz; 
F ather 
Rousselle of San Luis Obispo; Father 
Jolm Comauplat of San B u en av e n tu ­ 
ra; Father Verdageur, Father Durand, 
Father Pratt and Father Gells of Los 
Angeles; Father O’Brien and Father 
Richardson of St. V incent’s College;

The consecration is not 
merely a formal matter, not merely 
the outward expression of the form of 
the Catholic church, but every part of 
the ceremony has a spiritual signifi­ 
cance, which we have not time here 
to explain. 
It is the soul or spirit of 
the ceremony that interests the C ath­ 
olic and not the outward form. 
The 
essence of the ceremony consists of 
prayers, unctions or anointing with 
holy oil, and sprinkling with holy 
water; processions around the churcli 
exterior as well as interior: twice from 
right to left and once from left to 
right, outside und inside; the Gregori­ 
an chant by the priests being the only 
music. Salt, ashes, water and wine 
are blessed and sprinkled 
in 
and 
around the church and the doors are 
marked with holy water. 
The seven penitential psalms were 
chanted without litany, after which 
the procession, headed by Sub Deacon 
Father Mahony, bearing the cross, 
acolytes carrying lighted 
caudles, 
priests in surplice, Archbishop Ale- 
many, attended by Arch Deacon F a th ­ 
er Gallagher,Bishops Amat and Mora 
and Master of Ceremonies Father M. 
Durand, left the church and took posi­ 
tion outside of the doors, where pray­ 
ers were said and the procession trav­ 
ersed the exterior of the church, from 
right to left twice and from left to 
right once, at the end of each circuit 
the Archbishop striking the door with 
the 
end 
of 
bis 
pastoral 
staff 
three times and singing in Latin, 
"Lift up your heads, O ye gates; and 
be ye lifted up, ye everlasting doors; 
and the K ing of glory shall come in.” 
Deacon Hudson, within, asking in 
Latin, "W ho is this King of glory ?” 
The consecrating Arch Bishop 
re­ 
sponding "The 
Lord, 
strong 
and 
mighty, the Lord m ighty in battle.” 
In traversing the church the Arch­ 
bishop spiinkled it with holy water 
and after the third trip around the 
church the procession re-entered the 
interior. 
The 
church was sprinkled with 
ashes in two lines, twenty-three piles 
to eacli line, in the shape of St. A n ­ 
drew’s Cross. 
The procession then 
enters and follows the St. Andrews 
cross from left to right the Archbishop 
with his staff marking a character of 
the Greek alphabet on each pile of 
ashes on one limb of the cross and 
travelling from right to left marking 
on the other limb of the cross a Latin 
letter on each pile of ashes. 
CONSECRATION OF THE ALTAR. 
The altar was 
consecrated 
with 
prayers, unctions with holy oil, and 
sprinkled with holy water. The A rch­ 
bishop made with holy water a cross 
at each corner and one iu the centre, 
then traversed the altar seven times, 
sprinkling it and chanting psalms. 
The procession then passed around the 
church three times, sprinkling the 
walls, which was followed by a pro­ 
cession of relics around the outside.

A t 1:30 P. M., Pontifical mass was 
celebrated; Bishop Mora, celebrant, 
Father Gallagher, assistant priest, 
Father Romo, deacon of the mass, 
Father Gells, sub-deacon, Fathers Du­ 
rand and Adam, masters of ceremo­ 
nies. 
The choir rendered Mozart’s 
12th mass iu fine style. 
-T H E SERMON. 
F ather Buchard, of San Francisco, 
was orator of the day, and delivered 
an impressive sermon of forty m in ­ 
utes. 
He dwelled impressively on 
Solomon's Temple and remarked its 
material splendor. 
He contrasted it 
with the church of to-day and im ­ 
pressed his hearers with its smallness 
compured witli the spiritual splendors 
of the humblest Catholic church of to­ 
day. 
How much the churches of to­ 
day are superior in spiritual grandeur 
to the earthly granduer of Solomon’s 
temple! How they are calculated to 
inspire devotional feelings. 
The bells 
even awake the holiest feelings. The 
baptismal font at the entrance 
stirs 
us to our Inmost depths. 
The con­ 
fessional, where sins are cleansed and 
where we are made new men, is in our 
view as we enter the church. The al­ 
tar in which is the consecrated bread 
of life, the eucharistic sacrince which 
nourishes us to life everlasting faces 
us. 
How holy ought we to live as our 
bodies are temples of the Holy Ghost, 
sanctified by Christ. 


THE TRANSLATION OF RELICS. 
About five o’clock the procession 
which was to translate the relics of 
St. Viviane, from the old church to 
the Cathedral was, formed. I t was 
headed by a brass band followed by a 
large number of girls in white veils, 
under the charge of the Sisters. N ext 
came boys followed by men, and last 
the church dignataries,and relics. The 
effigy of the saint clad in yellow silk, 
was borne in a kind of cushioned can­ 
opy on the shoulders of four priests. 
The procession numbered about one 
thousand and thestreets were crowded 
during its passage. 


THE VESPERS. 


At seven vespers took place, after 
which a sermon in Spanish by Father 
Adam was delivered. This ended the 
ceremonies which were lengthy and 
imposing being the first tim e seen in 
Los Angeles. 


The Trade Dollar. 


A great many 
people think the 
trade dollar is not a legal tender for 
any amount. Thisis a mistake as will 
he seen from the following answer toa 
letter written by the editor of the Sac­ 
ramento Bee to Generel Lagrange, 
Superintendent of the Mint at San 
Francisco: 
First. Trade dollars are a legal ten­ 
del for sums not exceeding five dollars, 
under the 15th section of the Act of 
Congress 
of February 
12th, 1873, 
known as the "Coinage Act,” which 
section reads as follows: 
“Sec. 15. 
That the silver coins of 
the United States shall tie a trade dol­ 
lar; a half dollar, or a fifty cent piece; 
a quarter dollar, or twenty-five cent 
piece; a dime, or ten cent piece; and 
the weight of the trade dollar shall be 
four hundred and twenty grains troy; 
tlie weight of the half dollar shall be 
twelve grains (grammes) and one-half 
ofag raiu (gramme,'; the quarter dol­ 
lar and the dime shall be respectively 
one-half and oue-fitth of the weight of 
the said half dollar; and said coins 
shall be a legal tender at their nomi­ 
nal value for any am ount not exceed­ 
ing five dollars in any one paym ent.” 
Second. 
W ith silver at par, trade 
dollars are intrinsically worth $1.01.82 
each and two half dollars are worth 
93 407-1000 cents. 


The Quackery Bill. 


The following is the substance of 
the law to regulate the practice of 
medicine in this State: 
1. 
T hat no person shall practice 
medicine in California who is not li­ 
censed to do so by a Board of E xam in­ 
ers. 
Each State Medical Society is 
allowed to appoint its own Board of 
Exam iners—the 
Alloputhists 
one 
Board, the Homeopathists oue, the 
Eclectics one, and so on, and each of 
these Boards is authorized to examine 
iu its own school of medicine. 
2. 
Any person shall be regarded as 
practicing medicine who shall profess 
publicly to be a physician and pre­ 
scribe for the sick, or who shall ap­ 
pend to his name the letters "M. D.” 
But nothing in the Act shall be con­ 
strued to prohibit students from pre­ 
scribing under the supervision ef pre­ 
ceptors, or to prohibit gratuitous ser­ 
vices iu cases of emergency. 
3. 
Itinerant venders of drugs shall 
pay a monthly license of $100. 
4. 
W hoso shal! practice medicine 
or surgery in California without be­ 
ing authorized by oue of these Boards 
of Exam iners shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than $50 nor more than 
$500, or by imprisonment in the coun­ 
ty jail not less than thirty nor more 
than three hundred and sixty-five 
days, or by both such fine and impris­ 
onment, for each and every offense. 
The penalties provided by the Act 
shall not be enforced until after De­ 
cember 31, 1876, so th at the law can­ 
not be enforced for eight mouths yet.
